Tho Soviet Embassy tn Wash- 
ington haa delivered a memo- 
randum to the Department o( 
Stale of tho USA. This Is pub- 
lished below In abridged form. 

The Soviet side, reads the 
memorandum, doeras It necessary 
to draw the attention of the 
American aide to the latter's ac- 
tions In Ihe Held of arms limita- 
tion. Wo have in mind Amer- 
ica's approach towards the very 
process ol arms limitation and 
arms reduction and towards the 
implementation ol the legal nnd 
political obligations It has 
undertaken In this field. 

Ovei a long period ol time 
there has been cause for serious 
preoccupation on this score. On 
several occasions the Soviet 
side has raised pertinent ques- 
tions with the American side. 
At the same lime patience and 
restraint were displayed by the 
Soviet side In the hope that the 
American aide would lake due 
slops to correct the situation. 

This has never happened how- 
ever. On (he contrary, we have 
seen an Increase lo such nega- 
tive actions which have acquired

The unprecedented scale o! 
US military preparations. It Is 
emphasized tn the memorandum, 
runs counter to the generally 
recognized rules and principles 
of International law and to the 
basic Soviet- American agree- 
ments tn which U Is clearly 
stipulated that none of tho 
sides ahall aspic e foe military 
supremacy and that they will 
ba guided In Ihe It relations by 
(he principles of equality end 
equal security 

The mimbei ot cases in which 
tha American side evades strict 
observance of Bpeclflc legal or 
political obligations H has enter- 
ed into and acts In circumlocu- 
tion, If not In outright violation, 
of these obligations, is growing: 
This refers, among olhor agree- 
mania, to SALT-2. 

Preoccupation Is also caused 
by certain American actions 
with relation lo ihe Trealy on 
(be Limitation of Antl-BalUstlc 
Missile Systems, on which sub- 


ject tha USSR has repeatedly 
addressed the American side. 

The equivocal and essentially 
negative approach of the Amer- 
ican side to tho issue of arms 
limitation Is also shown by the 
letter's altitude to the agree- 
ments on nuclear weapons un- 
derground tests and on the nu- 
clear blasts for peaceful pur- 
poses of 1974 and 1970. By not 
ratifying theso agreement* (ha 
USA has prevonted a number 
of important measures from 
coming into elf act aimed at 
achieving better confidence fit 
the strict Implementation of the 
agreements. 

The issue ol (he American at- 
titude towards the obligations 
it has undertaken Is acquiring 
an increasingly serious and 
acute nature, II Is stressed In Ihe 
memorandum. The Soviet side 
raises Ihe matter not foi Ihe 
sake ol mere polemics. Very im- 
portant Issues, confidence In ihe 
first place, are el stoke.

The main task o! Ihe demo- 
cratic women's movement at 
present, It was stressed, Is to 
fight tor a return to the situa- 
tion which existed before the 
appearance of the Pa rah jog- 2s 
and cruise missiles In Western 
Europe. With this In view, a 
strategy of anil-war actions to 
be token by women was worked 
out. 

The meeting unanimously 
adopted an appeal lo tha del- 
egates of the Stockholm Confer- 
ence on Confidence- and Secu- 
rity-Building Measures and Dis- 
armament In Europe. Hope was 
expressed tn the appeal that the 
Conference would make a signi- 
ficant contribution to the crea- 
tion of a climate ot treat and to 
this strengthening of security In 
Europe, 

"Down With Pinochet!", "Dem- 
ocracy Nowl" — these were the 
chants at the demonstrations, 
strikes, and protest marches dal- 
ly taking place In Chile against 
political terror, unemployment, 
poverty and hunger. . The dem- 
onstrators demand Ihe. return ol 
democracy, freedom and: social 
progress In that country.

This considerably 
facilitated work for employeos 
and haa had a positive offset on 
rises In productivity of labour. 

24 thousand Inventions and 
nearly tour million lnnovativo 
proposals originating from 
scientists, blue-collaT workers, 
engineers, farmers and special- 
ists in agriculture, were put to 
good use. 

The volume of Industrial pro- 
duction increased by (our par 
cant as compared with 19B2, 
with planned growth being 3.2 
par cent, and 88 per cent ot the 
Increase was achieved through 
rises In productivity of labour. 

As planned, growth in output of 
consumer Items (4.3 per cent) 
was higher than la output of 
production technologies {3.9 per 
cent). 

The Pood Programme adopted 
In May 1982 la being success- 
fully Implemented. 1983 saw an 
Increase In the output of grata 
sugar beat, and in other field 
crops. Tho state resources of 
grain completely meat the needs 
of the population In bread and 
bread products, Considerable 
progress waa made In animal 
husbandry. State purchases of 
milk, cattle end poultry went 
up by nine par cent as compared 
with 1982, and of eggs and wool 
by four per cent.

Amman. King Hussein of Jor- 
dan has condemned Tel Aviv's 
actions aimed at annexing (he 
occupied Arab lands and has 
confirmed resolve to continue 
the struggle for their liberation. 
Speaking a! a press conference 
here, he stressed that an ob- 
stacle on (he road towards the 


solution of the Middle Essl prob- 
lem was the refusal by Israel 
to withdraw Its troops from Le- 
banon and the continued con- 
struction of para-mllltary Israeli 
settlements on occupied Arab 
lands. 

King Hussein stressed the Im-

The 
USSR Is making a sizeable con- 
tribution towards the mainten- 
ance of eiforls aimed al peace 
tn the region, he said. 

King Hussein denied allega- 
tions that Jordan Is to accept 
military aid from America to 
the tune of 220 million dollars 
for the establishment ol the Jor- 
danian rapid deployment force. 
We have no plans to sel up 
forces under such a name, he 
declared.

LOCOMOTIVE 
WITH A DIFFERENCE 

An unusual locomotive has 
appeared on the railways of the 
GDR. It Is a steam engine, al- 
together ll differs from Its fore- 
runners tn that It has no fire- 
box, smoke pipe, lender or boi- 
ler. 

The new locomotive runs on 
accumulated steam, without Ihe 
usual coal fire. This type of 
steam-engine is to be used for 
shunting. It Is "stoked up" with 
overheated vapour with tempe- 
ratures up to 400 degrees, One 
"refuelling" Is enough lor eight 
hours ot operation. The engine 
can pull trains up to 1,000 ton- 
nes at a speed at 30 km an 
hour. Calculations indicate that It 
will prove lo be extremely eco- 
nomical. 

ORANGES EFFECTIVE 
AGAINST PESTS 

American researchers at the 
University ot Georgia have dis- 
covered that the oil from oran- 
ge peel Is a fairly effective 
means ot righting Insects. Ac- 
cording to "The New York 
Times'' they have already iso- 
lated several chemical compo- 
nents from tho oil with an anti- 
insect toxicity. Testa have 
shown that the components are 
quite useful when used against 
ante, files, wasps and fleas. Re- 
searchers are now planning to 
use the "orange Insecticide" 
against the notorious weevil. 

The product's greatest attrac- 
tion Is that it is totally harm- 
less to humans, animals and the 
environment.

QUARTZ LAMP 
INSTEAD OF CHLORINE 

Hungarian specialists have 
come up with an original meth- 
od ol rendering drinking water 
harmless.

This happens under 
the Influence of ultraviolet and 
Infrared rays- If powerful 
quartz lamps are mounted on 
waterworks their light which 
resembles solar rays will kill all 
microorganisms in the sedi- 
mentation lank. 


HOW TO MEASURE 
A BIRD'S METABOLISM 

Ornithologists have always 
been keen to find out more 
about the metabolism processes 
of birds In flight. Various expe- 
riments have been conducted, 
including those carried out In a 
special air tunnel. Weal German 
researcher, M. Polus, from Nu- 
remberg, recently came up with 
an Ingenious device weighing 
just ten grammes and making It 
possible to measure more accu- 
rately the amount of air needed 
by birds, specifically a domesti- 
cated pigeon, In (light. The air 
exhaled by the pigeon passes 
from the beak via a small pipe 
to s plastic bag fixed on lta 
side, which, when full, Is auto- 
matically sealed and jettisoned.

The laboratories of Ihe Lfsko- 
rltel association era now work- 
ing on Iho development of Ura- 
gan—the first leading sample of 
the I nsl l lute’s Ion accelerator 
possessing a high capacity ra- 
diation beam. This equipment 
will bo applied 111 metallurgy 
and machine-building. Such ac- 
celerators. equipped wllh com- 
puters and other technology can 
help carry out precise analysis 
end determine tho presence or 
absence of the smallest amount 
uf harmful admixtures. More- 
over, the object being analysed 
— metal, gas, liquid — is not 
subjected lo deformation and 
destruction. There ore wide pro- 
spects for using such complexes 
in the sphere of ecology anil en- 
vironmental protect Ion. Tills 
refers especially to control over 
air contamination os well ns 
river, lake and sea waters.

The manufaclure of silverwa- 
re dinner seta reflected the new 
trends which Peter the- Great, 
the great Russian reformer, had 
brought about. Under his rule, 
numerous social changes began 
to take place.

dress. At this lima the Hist 
Russian-made vases, chandeliers 
and candlesticks made their ap- 
pearance as well as writing sets 
for desks. Silver samovars, tea- 
pots and sugar bowls became 
fashionable. A century arid a 
half later, jewellery made by 
the Russian firm of Faberge be- 
came very popular both In Rus- 
sia and far beyond Its fronti- 
ers. This famous Hnn was foun- 
ded ln 1842 by Gustav Faberge 
who came to Si Petersburg 
from the Baltic area. In 1870, 
the firm was taken over by, 
Gustav's son, Carl, a man of 
wide education, of fine artistic 
taste and an enormously fertile 
Imagination, During the half .a 
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century he managed hls fami- 
ly's firm, ha made a notable 
contribution to the develop- 
ment of Russian jewellery. Fa- 
berge pieces are renowned for 
their originality and exquisite 
workmanship as well as for the 
wide variety of precious stones 
and decorative techniques em- 
ployed.

A proposal lo raise labour 
productivity by one per cent 
and reduce tho cost of output 
by 0.5 per cent was advanced 
at the December (1903) Plena- 
ry Meeting ol Lhe CPSU Cen- 
tral Committee, 

Lev VOLODARSKY, heed ol 
the Central Statistical Board of 
the USSR, speaks about the Im- 
portance of this step for tho 
country's economy. 

To begin with, H must bo 
stressed that the growth ol la- 
bour productivity la ono of tho 
koy tusks In the Soviet ecou- 
umy. According to lhe 10B4 
plan U7 per cenl of tho entire 
giowili nl the national Income, 

DO per cent of Industrial output 
and building and assembly 
work, 100 per rent ol growth In 
agriculture end railway trans- 
port aie lo he obtained exclu- 
sively by raising labour produc- 
tivity. 

In IndiiMry labour produc- 
tivity must grow by 3.4 per

ing machines, 13,200 cars and 
88,500 TV seta. One per cent 
above ihe plan In Ihese major 
spheres of Ihe national econ-

This affinity 
Ant and foremost lies In bis adoration of Ihe unhding tra- 
ditions of classical music, particularly Russian and SovleL

an opera Is an independent work ol musical and dramatic 
art, he says.
